The career of Senafor Georze Frie
hea Hoar [s hound up with fiflty vears
of the history of the couniry in the
latter half of the nineteenth century.
I'ar at least forty vears Senator Hoar
occeupiod a contral plaes in the affec
tions of the republican party,

Born in Conecord, Mass, seventy
elght yoars ago, of a family even then
distinguished in the history of Massn
chusetts, his life from the davs when
he was famons as one of the ripest
classical scholars ever sont out by
Harvard, was a record of advance.
ment from one post of honor to an-
other,

Culled to the bar of Massachusetis
In 1848, he soon hecame clty solicitor
of Worcester and  president of the
trusteas of the eity library, For gseven-
toen years he served in the state leg-
islature of Massachuscits, an  ante-
hamber of congress, and having been

gent to the Forty-first, Forty-second,
IForty-third and Fortvfourth con
presses, In 1877 was chosen  United

States senator for Massachusetis, an
ofllce which he oceupied for the re-
maining twenty-seven vears of his
life. Mr, Hoar's determination in his
Inst vears of public life to set principle
before party, his high-minded honesty
of purpose and his power as a de
bater earned the respect of men of all
parties,

try., The Japanese were ghelled ont
of thelr position on a hill and saffored
heavy loss, As thev retivod the Rus-
glans ocenpiod the hill until night fall,
when they, too, retired under cover of
darkness, having logt only three men.

The Japanese are sanding out large
parties ol geouts daily with the object
of cheeking the Rusdians' continuous
rafils

The mareh of General Rennekampf's
Cossacks around the Japanese right
flank, which was mentioned in these
digpatehes on September 26, was a
remarkable performance, Accompa-
nied by a battery of artillery, the Cos-
clghty miles in fifty.
They struck the enemy
north of Bentsiaputze on September
19, and thenee eontinued south, eires
lng the Japanese vight flank and coms-
ing unexpectedly on the Japanese line
of  communicationg near Benzhu, on
the banks of the Taitge river Septem-
ber 22 intlicting considerable dam-
ago, The dapancse were hrown inlo
preat confusion, bl the Cossacks re-
tired with a loss of only two Kkilled.

The Daily Telegraph's Shanghai cor
respondent gives a vivid account of
the terrvible ravages of beriberl among
the Japanese, capecially among those
besioging Port Acthnr, asserting that
deathe f'rom digease exeeed the num-
ber of those killed in the fighting. The
correspondent adds that it is rumored
that the Japancse are preparing to
occupy Sakhlin

The Dally Telegraph's correspond-
ent at Sinmintin learns that en an
average 150 railroad trucks per month
are reachiing there laden with sunplies

for the Russgians. Many of these con-
signments, the correspondent adds,
are sent by private speculators, in-

cluding Americans and Greeks,

HABITS OF HESSIAN FLY

What Prof. Bruner, Etomologist, Bays
of the Insect.
LINCOLN-—Lawrence Bruner, in a
bulletin just issned from the state uni-
versity agricultural  experiment sta-
ffon, hag given a complete summary
of the habits of the Hessian fly and

| has outlined severnl remedies for its

extinetion. Ife says In the bulletin:

“Althongh the Hessian fly has been
known for a nomber of years to oc-
cur within the state, it hag done com-
paratively little damage in the past.
During recent years, however, it has
shown mére of a tendency toward
multiplying in  dangerous numbers.
hag this trne in
Nelbraska, where con-
slderable injury has already resulted.
order that the wheat growers of
this and adjoining sections may not
e Inken entirely unawares should the
inseet  spread and continue to  n-
crease, the experlment statlon  au-
thoritics have thought best to dls-
fribute this brief cireular treating on
the subjoet,

“This ineoct is a diminutive, dark
colared fly, much smaller than a lit-
tle mosquito, to which latter it bears
a general resemblance, Its habit of
laying eggs on young plants of wheat,
barley and rye renders it a dangerous
farm pest. BEspocially is thig true of
it in regions where winter graing are
grown, It may also become a pest at
times even whera spring wheat alone

is raised, but there is little danger
that this last will occur.
“Tha fly appears chiefly during

spring and fali, but a few of the ma-
ture insects may be seen throughout
the summer as well. Here in Ne-
hraska the spring brood may be
found late In April, during May and
the first part of June. The autumn
fHes Issue late in August, throughont
September and the first part of Oec-
tober—appearing later in spring and
earlier in fall northward. The eggs
are deposited botl in spring and fall
on the upper side of the leaves and
the young, as soon as hatched, make
their way down the plant to near the
eround, where they lodge beneath the
sheafl of leaves.”

Asg remedied Prof. Bruner has out-
lined the following:

“Burn the stubble when possible.
This is partieularly desirable when
for any purpese shallow plowing Is
unavoldable, If the stubble is left
long it will burn more easlly. Some
farmers are willing to go to the trou-
ble of spreading siraw from threshing
over the stubble, thus insuring the
burning and at the same time getting
rid of some ‘flaxseeds’ which may
Iave lodged ¢m the surface of the
straw plle at fhe time of threshing.

MANGLED BODY ON BRIDGE
at Broken Bow Seemingly
Struck By Train.

BROKEN BOW-—The mangled body
of Ned Baker, a young man employed
as a teamster, was found on a small
bridge near the Burlington yards here.
One leg had been severed and was
lving apart from the trunk. He had
apparently heen run over by a traln,
but the railroad men and train ecrews
have no knowledge of any accident,
and his friends are suspicious of foul
play. County Attorney Humphrey is
looking Into the case and an inquest
will be held.

Barker, it is claimed, was drinking
and early in the evening said he wae
roing to join companions in a card
game under the bridge. These com-
panions are not koown, Barker
came {rom Fairfield, Neb,, where he
has relatives. He leaves a wife and
young child,
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
